* Sn S RANGANATHA MUDALIAR •— Mr, Speaker, Sir, 
the one object of mine m moving my cut motion is to remind 
Government of the existence of the powerful minority of Tamils 
in the border areas in this State numbering 3,28,679 according to 
the census figures of J 951 census, These Tamils, thjs powerful 
minority of Tamils are entitled to the fundamental rights adum- 
brated in Articles 29 and 30 of the Indian Constitution. Govern- 
ment know too well what these Articles are provided for and so 
I do not want to quote them here* One of the recommendations 
of the Kugpuswami Committee as approved by this Government 
it *h# for citizens, whose mother-tongue is other than Telugu, 
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the existing facilities for education should continue and provision 
also should be made for trained teachers m these subjects by 
creating scholarships. The Hon Chief Minister in paragraph 4 of 
his written budget speech has made the following observation : 

"There are Telugu-speaking people contiguous to our 
borders and let us hope they will come under the same 
administrative set-up ere long. At any rate we would 
like all Telugu-speaking people to have reasonable 
facilities for their education and employment. " 

One can appreciate the solicitude of the Chief Minister for 
the Telugus outside the Andhra State But my question is why 
not the same solicitude for the three and a half lakhs of Tamihans 
living within the State in the border areas, why such solicitude 
has not been shown ? Is it because the Chief Minister expects 
the Tamil-speakmg people in the border areas are likely to go 
away to the Tamil administrative set ap Except on such 
assumption the omission on the part of the Chief Minister of any 
reference to the Tamils in this State is otherwise ununderstand-, 
able How I wish he had made such reference to them by way at 
least of recognising their existence * How much would it have, 
to quote the words of the Chief Minister himself, "removed the 
animosity and suspicion existing at present among the Tamilians" ! 
Whenever I approached the Ministers for anything, for the 
redressal of any grievance of the Tamils, they are uniformly kind 
and courteous, and the Chief Minister would say "Aloochikka- 
padnm" ; the Deputy Chief Minister would say, "Look here, 
Mr. Mudaliar, I will hereafter speak to you in Tamil." It is 
indeed a very good gesture. But mere kindness and mere 
gesture won't do. What is the use of killing one with kindness 2 
Murder is murder whether one is killed by kindness or by violence 
Therefore I want on behalf of the three and a half lakhs of 
Tamihans &n assurance on the floor of the House by the Chief 
Minister that the fundamental rights provided by Articles 29 
and 30 of the Indian Constitution and the proposals recommended 
by the Kuppuswami Committee will be implemented, that the 
fundamental rights will be safeguarded and the educational and 
c&lt&rs&l facilities of these Tamihans will be looked after without 
uuafcioa or jbrSrif|y. The particular areas where the 
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majority of the people are Tamilians are Chittoor, Vellamur and 
Veppaneheri firkas of Chittoor taluk, Tiruttanz taluk, Putt«r, 
Nagari and Narayanam firkas of Puttur taluk and the border 
areas of Palamaner and Kuppum taluks. My demand is supple 
and the needs of the Tamilians are simple, What I want is that 
there must be at least two Tamil sections in each class in every 
high school at Chittoor, Pakala, Tirupathi, Puttur, Tiruttani* 
Palamaner and Kuppam The district boards must be directed 
to open a Tamil section in every standard in the elementary 
school managed by them. A similar direction should be issued to 
the managers of aided schools The Chittoor Municipality is yet 
to implement the two-year old resolution of the Council to open 
a Tamil Section in each standard of the elementary, middle and 
high school run by that Municipality. Another great desideratum 
is a Tamil Training School There is a Government Training 
School in Chittoor , but only a temporary provision is made 
for the admission of Tamil pupil-teachers m the elementary 
grade* That is only temporary. Every year the lease of its life is 
extended, and repeated representations for the opening of a 
secondary section for the Tamil pupil-teachers of the Govern- 
ment schools have fallen flat on the ears of the authorities. But 
on my representation to the Chief Minister, he has, however, 
promised and I think he has since passed orders for the opening 
of a Tamil Section m the secondary grade in the Government 
Training Schools, by which act of kindness he has placed the 
entire Tamil population of this State under a deep debt of 
gratitude. I am also thankful to the Minister for his kind 
promise to consider my suggestion that a Tamil section will be 
opened for the training of Tamil Teachers in the basic school 
proposed to be opened at Karvetnagar. The difficulties experien- 
ced by Tamil students will decrease to a considerable extent if 
the Government is pleased to pass orders for the opejjmg of 
junior section m the Proddatturpet Training School. The Madras 
Government has come forward with the generous offer of grant of 
stipends and also proportionate grant for such students as may 
join that school from the Madras State. The difficulty is in 
regard to the opening of junior sections m that school and it is 
nmd to be connected with some defects m the management. I 
TOsid wfemit that if tfa$ Government are pleased to pass order 
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the Board of Trustees managing that school will see to it that the 
difficulties, if any, in the administration will be rectified These J 

are all the needs of the Tamils of this Sfcate, and I pray Govern- 
ment be pleased to consider them and they are all granted 
without discrimination or partiality Thank you, Sir

DEMAND XV EDUCATION 

(Sri P. Anthony Reddi) [20th July 1955 

It says • All minorities whether based on religion or language 
shall have the right to establish and administer educational 
institutions of their choice and the State shall not in granting 
aid to educational institutions discriminate against any eduea- 
tional institution on the ground that it is under the management 
of the minority whether based on religion or language. Therefore 
I think if this particular recommendation of the Kuppuswami 
Committee is implemented, we will bo going against the very 
spirit of the Indian Constitution Recently Morarji Desai, Chief 
Minister of Bombay, speaking at the opening ceremony of Inter- 
college at Ahmedabad, said that "if education should be imparted 
properly Government should have no control over it." Acharya 
Vmobha Ehave too, once when asked about the ^question of 
private management of schools expressed his view that education 
should as far as possible, be m private hands. Therefore I appeal 
to the Chief Minister that he must be very careful in* implementing 
this particular recommendation of the Kuppuswami Committee, 

The next point, I wish to inform the House is about the 
scales of pay of our teachers The Chief Minister deplored about 
the poor standard of our schools Now what is the real reason for 
this poor standard? If we just see the staff, of which the 
Jeaohers are made, (who are taking to this teaching profession,) 
we find that most of these are not our best people The best of 
our people are Twt taking to the teaching profession, because the 
scales of pay of teachers are very poor Take the cas6 of an 
S. S. L« C. passed student If he joins as a clerk in a Government 
office, he is straightway started on Rs. 45 a month. He has the 
chance of one day becoming a Tahsildar. But if he wants to 
become a teacher, first, he will have to undergo two years training, 
and then, he will be started only on Rs. 45 a month; and towards 
the end of his life he cannot hope to get eveft Rs. 100/- So with 
this poor scale of pay, how can you expect to get the best people 
to the teaching profession ? That being so, you cannot expect to 
have a high standard of education. 

The same is true of elementaiy school teachers. Of course, 
Government, m abolishing higher grade training, has done a very 
t s$nfubla thing. Hereafter $fc le^st w$ hope to get a few batter 
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standard of elementary education* But the scale of pay of these 
elementary school teachers is also very poor, Sri Humayun Kabir, 
Educational Advisor, to the Ministry of Education, Government 
of India, recently somewhere in northern India said, that the 
elementary school teacher should at least be paid Rs. 50 a month* 
Paucity of funds should he no excuse for non-payment of at 
least this salary. Therefore, I pray that every elementary school 
teacher should be started at least on Rs. 50 a month. Then only 
we can hope to raise the standard of education in the primary 
stage. And once, the primary stage standard is raised, the high 
school stage standard can be raised, and ultimately the whole 
education standard of our state will be raised. Therefore, I request 
the Chief Minister to seriously consider these things and try to 
implement them for the good of our State. 

Coming to secondary education, I wish to point out one or 
two defects in the scale of pay of secondary grade teachers in 
high schools. Let us take the case of a secondary grade teacher. 
He plays a very important part in high school education. After 
passing S. S L C , he will have to undergo two years training, 
and then he is Started only on Rs. 45 a month. The physical 
Education Teacher must be a secondary grade teachers, and then, 
he must undergo another year's training in physical education, 
and he is started on only Rs. 50/- fc month. Take the e^se of the 
craft teacher. The craft teacher might have passed only Third 
Form, and he undergoes training only for nine months or at the 
most one year, and he is started on Rs. 60 a month. This 
anomaly m the scale of pay has made the lot of the secondary 
grade teacher very dissatisfied. I request the Chief Minister to 
rectify this T do not mean to say that the scale of pay of craft 
teachers should be reduce, rather I plead, that the scale of pay 
of secondary grade teachers should be increased correspondingly. 

So, I request that the Government should not undertake and 
should not bring all the aided institutions under a single control ; 
rather they should give choice to all the private agencies who are 
conducting schools most efficiently 

One off the members who spoke before mo said tjiat the 
missionary manager did not pay their teachers properly and 
^ve*raae&t have no control over them* Here I wouM request 
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Sri Vavilala Gopalakrishnayya to give me a single case where the 
teacher is not paid his full pay in any school managed by the 
Roman Catholic Mission. If he gives a single case, I think, it will 
be a plea for Government straightaway to take charge of 
elementary education. In his own constituency there are sohools 
run by Christian Missions. 

Sri VAVILALA GOPALAKRISHNAYYA:— 7^^^ a**e 

Sri P. ANTHONY REDDI -—I am just talking about schools 
managed by the Roman Catholic Mission. I think, I may say, 
in his own experience in Sattenapalle Taluk, if he goes about 
villages he will see that all the elementary schools managed by the 
Roman Catholic Mission are probably the best The stuff and 
the teaching done there are probably the best in the district. 
The Education Department itself will tell you that the schools 
managed by the Roman Catholic Mission are the best in the 
State, Recently I had to approach the Divisonal Inspector 
of Schools with reference to recognition of a school, where there 
was some trouble. Casually I met one of the clerks of the Office 
of the Divisional Inspector of sohools. He asked, "to which 
Mission do you belong". I said, "Roman Catholic Mission." 
Immediately he said, 'if it is Roman Catholic Mission there is no 
doubt you will surely get recognition, because they are the 
best of the schools." So just to make a sweeping statement, 
because a stray missionary played mischief, that all the Mission 
managements are bad, is rather unwarranted. I therefore request 
hon. Members, before making a sweeping statement, to think 
twice and make statements with some reservation. Finally I 
request the Chief Minister to take these suggestions of mine and 
see that Private Agency is always given mubh freedom to manage 
and carry on elementary schools » and make every effort to see 
that the scale of pay of elementary school teachers and secondary 
grade teachers is Raised.

APPENDIX. 

DEMAND XV— EDUCATION. 
INTRODUCTORY. 

The status and importance that education is occupying in 
the present day in India need hardly be stressed With the attain- 
ment of Independence and the general expansion of activities m 
all fields following it, the task of re-modelhng the system of 
education m the national interests has also been taken up The 
Constitution of India has laid down as a directive principle that 
universal, compulsory and fiee education must be provided for all 
children within 10 years of its promulgation Even though the 
Government of India themselves have admitted this ideal as a 
revolutionary development in outlook demanding a gigantic 
effort on the part of the States and the people, all possible steps 
have, as a mattei of fact, been taken by the States to accomplish 
this ideal The reconstruction of education system includes 
provision of literacy for the vast number of illiterate adults, the 
promotion and rapid expansion of technical education necessary 
for the development of Industry and Agncultuie, provision of 
education for all growing children, and the most important of all, 
the improvement of the quality of education Consistent with its 
resources this State has done and is doing its best towards such a 
reconstruction. 

PRIMARY EDUCATION 

In the filed of Primary Education there has been a rapid 
expansion At the end of the last year there were 17,664 elemen- 
tary schools out of which 54,2% were managed by the private 
agency, 38 5% by District Boards, 3*7% by the State, 2.6% by 
the Municipalities and 1 % by the Panchayat Boards. The First 
Five Year Plan fixed as its target the opening of 1592 new schools 
out of which 751 have been opened upto the end of 1954-55* Steps 
have been taken to open the remaining 841 schools during the 
current year so that the target fixed under the First Five Year 
Plan may be achieved completely 

On the formation of the State on 1-10-1953 the modified 
scheme of elementary education was m force in lower grade ele- 
mentary standard of all elementary schools in the non-municipal 
area. On account of the dissatisfaction which the scheaie evoked, 
ge&emlljr&mong the public, the Government appointed m February 
1954 ft Cfomm&tes with Dr- B, Kuppuswami of the Slystoe 
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PRIMARY EDUCATION- (Contd ) 

University, as the Chairman, to go into the whole question of r3 
organization of Elementary Education system On receipt of the 
Committee's recommendations the first step taken was to aboliwh 
the Modified scheme and replace it by the old scheme which was 
in vegue. The recommendations of the Committee were examined 
in detail and as many as forty-one of the recommendations were 
accepted for implementation, 7 were not considered necessary and 
the remaining 32 which involve questions of policy or legislation 
are now under consideration 

In regard to adult education, there are about 2066 adult 
literacy schools in the State with 59,616 adults receiving education* 
With a view to explore the possibility of private voluntary 
organisations running these centres efficiently, the Government 
have sanctioned during this year the opening of 10 Adult Educa- 
tion centres by Sn Ramaknshna Mission in East Godavan 
District, 

The spread of Basic education is an accepted policy through- 
out the country. The number of basic schools in the State is 395 
of which 383 are Junior Basic schools and 12 are Senior Basic 
Schools At the end of 1954-55 there were 19 Government and 4 
Aided Basic Training Schools, and during this year, 3 new Basic 
Training schools have been sanctioned to be opened in Ghantasala 
in Krishna District, Karvetinagar in Chittoor District and another 
in Guntur District. In addition to the above 2 more ordinary 
Government Training Schools have been converted into Basic 
Training Schools. These steps have been taken with a view to get 
the required number of Basic trained teachers for employment m 
the large number of basic schools proposed to be opened during 
the Second Five Year Plan. 

In addition to the normal elementary schools, 1053 single 

teacher schools have been opened during 1954-55 under the new 

scheme of the Government of India intended to relieve the educated 

unemployed. The Government of India have been giving financial 

assistance in regard to these schools under certain conditions. 

During this year, in addition to the continuance of those schools. 

the Government of India, have, at the request of this Government, 

allotted 750 teachers and are considering the question of allotting

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tion, it may be stated that long strides have boen taken towards 
provision of education facilities for the children m the State. 

The improvement of quality of education can be achieved unly 
with the improvement of the quality of teachers. On the recom- 
mendation of the Kuppuswami Commitee that in future teachers 
employed in primary schools should possess the T. S L C of 
the Secondary Grade the stipends open for pupil teachers for 
Higher Elementary Grade Training have been reduced to 50 per 
cent this year with a view to discouraging admissions into this 
•ourse and steps have been taken to convert Higher Grade train- 
ing sections and schools into Secondary Grade training sections 
and schools in order to provide traininig in the Secondary Grade 
for more pupil teachers It is the aim of the Government to 
ultimately abolish the elementary grade training schools. 

In order to meet the demand for a large number of teachers 
required under the Second Five Year Plan a Training College for 
Women at Rajahmundry and a Training College for Men at Nellore 
have been newly started this year 

SECONDARY EDUCATION* 

Efforts are not lacking for improvement of the conditions in 
the field of Secondary Education The Goverment of India 
appointed a Commission to enquire into and report on the present 
position of Secondary Education in India and suggest measures 
for its reorganization and improvement. The Commission envisa- 
ged a new pattern of education entailing a large number of educa- 
tional reforms. The Government of India have assumed certain 
amount of direst responsibility m implementing some of the impor- 
tant recommendations of the Commission by way of grants. This 
State has agreed to participate in the schemes and to implement 
the following schemes with effect from this school year at a total 
eost of Rs. 66.45 lakhs non-recurring and Rs 9.03 lakhs recurring' 
largely for conversion of 15 High Schools into multi-purpose 
schools, improvement of teaching m 90 schools, improvement of 
libraries in 15 multi-purpose schools and 120 other high schools, 
introduction of Crafts m 15 Middle schools and organization of 
seminars, refresher comae etc With the introduction of these 
schemes, there will come over a change m the entire outlook of 
Secondary Education, 

Some of the Secondary schools opened and maintained by the 
local bodies, sreatted a fvofotem: Tkbw are 675 Secondary schools

in this State, out of which 460 are managed by District Boards, 51 by 
Municipal councils, 126 by Private agencies and 32 by Govern- 
ment. The District Boards opened . during the last few years, 
several schools on the piomises of philanthropic gentlemen or 
local committees who offered donations by way of cash, land or 
bmldmgs In as many as 242 cases these promises were not ful- 
filled and the District Boards were unable to provide accommoda- 
tion, equipment) and playground facilities from out of their own 
funds Consequently the schools have been functioning without 
the necessary amenities and could not naturally come up to the 
level of efficiency desired by the Education Department, The 
unpleasant but nevertheless the very desirable task of reminding 
those donors of their promises and the consequent responsibility 
they have thrown on the District Boards who have acted upon 
such promises fell upon this Government Although notices had 
been issued m the past that failure to keep up the promises, would 
entail the closure of schools concerned, there was little or , no 
response. Realising that msistance on immediate payment of the 
entire balance contributions may result in some hardship, this 
Government have directed that at least 1/3 of the balance con- 
tributions remaining unpaid should be paid before 1 st July this 
year and the remaining 2/3 before the 1st April 1956. I am happy 
to announce that in as many as 197 cases the local committees and 
donors fully responded to the Government's appeal and paid 1/3 
of the balances of the contributions in time* In 31 cases the 
Collectors who are the Special Officers have reported that vigorous 
efforts are being made by the Committees or the donors, as the 
case m&y be, and that they are hopeful of fulfilling their promises* 
In only about 14 oases the response has been disappointing and 
Government are constrained to instruct the Special Officers of 
District Boards not to permit the opening of Fourth Form this year 
in these schools alone. 

It may not be beside the point if mention is made in this 
connection about the deterioration in the results m the S S. L C. 
examinations this year whieh came to 38%. It is unfortunate 
that as many as 55 schools could not secure even 20% results* 

The Government have reviewed the results and gone into reasons 
fcteefor* 

|0 pe papt &w $$&t® * large number tf new Secondary 
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most of these sohools do not provide the minimum requirements 
of accommodation, staff, furniture, scientific apparatus and library 
facilities etc , and the standard of instruction imparted in these 
schools is far from satisfactory. The Govern 1 ent are constrained 
to observe that unless the managements bestow better attention 
on their schools and rectify the defects pointed out periodically 
by the Inspecting Officers and improve the efficiency of teaching, 
the deterioration already set in cannot be arrested and progress in 
efficiency achieved. They, therefore, propose to take suitable 
action m the case of schools which have secured unsatisfactory 
results. 

HINDI AND SANSKRIT- 

With a view to popularising Hindi which is to be the National 
Language of India, this Government have ordered the introduction 
of Hindi as one of the compulsory subjeots in High Schools from 
this year The question as to how best the study of Sanskrit 
should be encouraged is being carefully examined, 

PUBLICATION OF TEXT BOOKS. 

The Kuppuswamy Committee recommended that the State 
should undertake to publish text books at least in the primary stages 
so that they may be uniform throughout the State. A Committee 
has been constituted to examine this recommendation and to 
suggest ways and means of implementing it and to report withm 
two months. 

* UNIVERSITY EDUCATION. 

In the field of University Education also there has been 
adequate progress* The Sri Venkateswara University needed 
assistance A grant of Rs 3 5 lakhs and a loan of Rs 40 lakhs 
were sanctioned last year and provision has been made for a total 
grant of Rs 11.0 lakhs for this year The Visiting Committee 
appointed by the University Grants' Commission to go into the 
developmental plan prepared by the University has made certain 
recommendations to the Commission and its decisions are awaited* 
To the Andhra XTniversity, the Government have increased this 
year the general recurring grant by Rupees one lakh making it a 
total of Rs 4.76 lakhs per year In regard to non-Government 
Colleges, a provision of Rs S 57 lakhs has been made towards 
building grants to 9 Colleges in addition to the teaching grants of 
R& 6 47 lakhs* These Colleges are not at present within the 
jfeme^r <j£ tbe University Gi&tfts Commission, Thte Government 
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have pointed out to the Government of India how it is necessary 
for them to take notice of such Colleges also so that the vast 
pumbers of students reading in them may not suffer on account 
ofpoor accommodation, poor equipment, lack of play facilities 

etc, 

The Government have sanctioned the opening of n6w cour&es 
in the Intermediate and B A , classes and increased admissions in 
the existing courses in the Government College for Women, 
Guntur from this academic year. 

TECHNICAL EDUCATION. 

Following the recommendations of the All India Council for 
Technical Education, the improvement of Engineering Colleges of 
Kakmada and Anantapur has been taken up with Central assis- 
tance at a cost of over Rs 43,0 lakhs in all To meet the great 
demand for Engineering personnel required to implement the 
various projects and schemes under the Second Five Year Plan, 
the Government have sanctioned the opening of compressed 
Licentiate Couises m the Engineering Colleges at Kakmada and 
Anantapur and sought the co-operation of the Government of 
India, and the Andhra University m opening an Engineering 
College at Waltair. 

EXTRA CURRICULAR ACTIVITIES. 

* With the growing public demand, that Military training 
should be given to the Youth of the country both m the # national 
interests and to develop character, comradeship, ideal of service and 
power of leadership in the youth, the N C , has been organised. 
The State bears 50% of the expenditure incurred. As at present 
there are 9 Senior Divisions including one for girls with 15 Officers, 
1398 boys and 90 girls. In addition there are 43 Junior divisions 
with 43 officers, 1287 boys and 120 girls. A provision of Rs 3 77 
lakhs has been made for the expansion of these activities. 

On the same pattern of N. C. , but not so elaborate and 
expensive is the A. C. C , with its object to build the youth of 
the country to be physically strong, mentally robust and morally 
sound and to develop team spirit and patriotism. This scheme 
whict was introduced only last year is in force in 104 schools with 
10400 hoys under training.

DEVELOPMENT OP ART AND CULTURE. 

In the field of Art, Drama, Dance and Music, it is proposed 

to start State Branches of the National Akademi (Sangheethft 

Natak Akademi) and the Lahtha Kala Akademi The aim of the 

former is to foster and develop Indian Dance, Drama and Music 

and promote the cultural unity of the country white the latter is 

mainly for according recognition to the institutions m the State 
in deserving cases. 4 

SECOND FIVE YEAR PLAN. 

The picture will not be complete without a reference to 
the Second Five Year Plan. This year is a crucial year as it is the 
last year of the First Five Year Plan ushering in the Second Five 
Year Plan with all its bigger changes. The schemes m the Second 
Five Year Plan have been formulated with the ideal of integrating 
the Central and the State schemes because the lack of such 
integration m the First Five Year Plan resulted in the slow and 
incomplete implementation of the Educational projects. The 

expansion of Elementary Education particularly the Basic Educa- 
tion, re-organisation of Secondary Education and University Edu- 
cation, the expansion of training facilities for teachers, strengthen- 
ing the administration and supervisory staff, expansion of facilities 
and improvement of standards in technical education, provision of 
facilities for the physically handicapped and opening of Janata 
Colleges are some of the important schemes contemplated m the 
Second Plan in addition to the development of Scouting, increased 

facilities for A. C. C, and N. C. C , Youth camps, works projects, 
Youth Hostels and other cO-eurricular activities* 

Public participation in the proposed developmental scheems 

is the most important aspect of the Second Five Year Plan. The 

representations of the public could do a lot m creating public 

opinion in favour of the various schemes under the plan and 

actually getting the public to participate* I am confidently 

expressing the hope that the public will enthusiastically come 

forward and help themselves with the fullest assistance which the 

Government are prepared to give by way of technical advice and 
guidance, money material etc. 
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
